DISCUSSED IN RELATION TO 
‘VOTE FOR DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


| PORTERVILLE, Oct. 9 — Ballots will be cast October 21 in the 
Tea Pot Dome Water district on a proposed bureau of reclamation 
contract for 7,500 acre feet of annual supplemental water supply and 
construction of a $1,800,000 distribution system. If there is a "yes" 
vote, construction on the distribution system should start about July I, 
1959 and water should be available to the district lands by the spring 


of 1960. 

Time is the most important fac- 
tor to the farmers in this district 
for water supply is fast running 
out in this area lying on the ridge 
between the Tule river and Deer 
creek. There has been a continu- 
ous lowering of ground water in 
this area since the time that wells 
were first measured in 1905 and 
1906 to the present. 

Some of the wells of the district 
are now drilled to bedrock and 
there is indication that the basin 
is so seriously depleted that the 
demands of the summer pumping 
season may not be met if 1959 is 
not a good water year. Commit- 
ment of 7,500 acre feet of Friant- 
Kern canal supply means three 
feet of water for the lands of the 
district which studies indicate to 
be adequate for sustained agricul- 
tural production from these lands. 

Much of the Tea Pot Dome Wa- 
ter district is devoted to citrus 
crops and the production per acre 
compares favorable with that re- 
corded anywhere in the world. The 
warm lands of the district need 
only a firm supply of water for ir- 
rigation in order to assure contin- 


uous production of this high 
valued crop. 

Other high yield crops are 
grown in the district. The red 


lands of the western portion of 
the district are being progressively 
developed for table grape produc- 
tion, particularly the Emperor 
grape which can be held: for win- 
ter delivery when other fruits are 
not available. Olives are the third 
major crop in the area.

California State Legislature 

Real progress requires constant 

study and frequently, changes in 
the established order of things. 
That holds true of legislative pro- 
cedures and practices as well as 
other matters. California’s con- 
tinuous growth and the resulting 
increase in volume of legislative 
activity requires further improve- 
ment of such procedures in the in- 
terests of efficiency. 
Two years ago a Citizens Leg- 
islative Advisory Commission was 
formed to advise the Legislature 
on improving and streamlining its 
operations. In 1957, existence of 
the commission was extended by 
law until after the 1959 session. 
Your legislators felt that an im- 
partial citizens’ group could ob- 
jectively review the organization 
and functioning of. the Legisla- 
ture. 

Sixty - eight leaders of various 
groups from all over the state 
serve as members of the commis- 
sion. Represented are agriculture, 
business, civic associations, edu- 
cation, law, labor, the press and 
women’s organizations, Many 
members have worked closely with 
the Legislature, and several have 
served in one or other of its hous- 
es. 

The law authorizes the commis- 
sion to study any phases of opera- 
tions that it believes may improve 
the legislative process. Six com- 
mittees have been appointed to 
carry on detailed investigations in 
various fields and, among them, 
almost 50 meetings have been 
held. The commission has had 
assistance from the University of 
California, and h&s also retained 
outside consultants to assist its 
research. 

The commission completed and 
transmitted to the Legislature 
two major reports, in 1957 and 
again this year. .Recently, it re- 
leased a comprehensive ‘‘Progress 
Report to the Citizens of Califor- 
nia,’”’ which discusses all of its 
recommendations to date for 
changes in our Constitution and’ 
laws relating to the Legislature. 
Proposed Constitutional amen d- 
ments which have developed from 
two commission recommendations 
will appear on the November bal-

the method of fixing legislative 
salaries, and Nine, which ‘would 
eliminate the ‘‘constitutional re- 
cess” from regular sessions and 
change time limits on bill intro- 
duction. . 

In addition to these, the com- 
mission has also recommended 
that elimination of the budget 
session in even numbered years 
be seriously studied. It disap- 
proved a proposal that the Legis- 
lature be * reconvened after each 
session to take up measures ve- 
toed by the Governor. 

As to suggestions that terms of 
Legislators in both houses be 
lengthened, the Commission dis- 
approved any increase in that for 
Senators, but approved a four 
year term for Assemblymen, with 
the proviso that half of that 
house be elected each two years. 

In connection with its recom- 
mendation that legislative salaries 
be fixed by statute, the commis-

diem” and mileage allowances 
from the Constitution, to enable 
limitation of legislative travel ex- 
penses to amounts actually paid. 

The commission made a number 
of recommendations for reducing 
and speeding up the work of leg- 
islative committees. Also it ad- 
vised that each house amend its

| We Only Heard 
By BILL RODGERS 

A QUICK quip type of argument 
in opposition to voluntary union- 
ism, commonly called right to 
work, is a statement to this ef- 
fect: Orange growers are forced 
into a prorate program, so what’s 
wrong with forcing a man into a 
union? After all, isn’t it force in 
both cases? 

BEFORE WE accept this from 
the man on the next stool, let’s 
take a little closer look. First — 
some men produce and sell oranges 
to earn a living; some men sell 
their labor to earn a living. . At 
least in theory, the man selling his 
labor elects to join a union; the 
man selling oranges elects to enter 
into the marketing agreement pro- 
gram. 

BUT, IF the man who is selling 
his labor chooses not to join a 
union, and if he is working in a 
“union shop’’, his employer is forc- 
ed to fire him; so his choice is, 
join or quit. 

NOW THE citrus producer who 
does not want to go into a market- 
ing program does have an alterna- 
tive. He can sell his oranges on 
the retail market without restric- 
tions. And several citrus grow- 
ers in this area do just that 
through roadside stands, through 
the free market or farmer market 
in metropolitan areas, by special 
order business, or by house-to- 
house selling. 

NOW IT is true that not many 
citrus growers, percentage wise, 
operate on the retail market, nor 
do many of them sell independent- 
ly on the wholesale market. (They 
can get their share of prorate if 
they want to sell wholesale.) Ap- 
parently, most citrus growers pre- 
fer to sell under the marketing 
program rather than to set up 
their own, independent business. 
But the choice is there. 

SO THE facts of the case are 
that while a man selling his labor 
in a union shop must join the 
union, or be deprived of his right 
to sell his product — labor — a 
citrus grower is not deprived of 
his right to sell his product — or- 
anges — if he does not desire to 
operate through the marketing 
agreement program. : 

BUT THE most important fal- 
lacy of the quick quip argument is 
this: A marketing program is a 
legally instituted operation; it is 
specifically established and con- 
trolled by law and administered 
by growers themselves under auth- 
ority of the department of agricul- 
ture; it is voted on by participants 
every two years; (favorable vote 
usually runs in the 90 per cent 
bracket) it is operated on a cost 
basis; it is essentially a method 
that orange growers themselves 
see fit to use as an effective me- 
chanism to sell their product — 
oranges. 

THE tNION, however, is essen- 
tially a private institution; it is 
not administered through any 
agency of government, but rather 
through its own, private organiza- 
tion; its operations are geared to 
provide, through dues and’ assess- 
ments, slush funds of tremendous

WILLIAMS 
OPPOSES 
PROPOSITION 17 


Strong opposition to Proposition 
17 was expressed by State Senator 
J. Howard Williams, following 
hearings last week in Los Angeles 
by the Joint Legislative Tax com- 
mittee, of which Senator Williams 
is a member. 

Proposition No. 17 that will ap- 
pear as an initiative measure on 
the November 4 general election 
ballot would, if carried, reduce 
sales and use tax rate in Califor- 
nia from three to two per cent and 
would bring changes at other 
levels of taxation. 

Senator Williams joined with 
other members of the Joint Legis- 
lative Tax committee in stating 
that passage of Proposition No. 17 
would have “a disastrous effect on 
the ability of the State of Califor- 
nia to meet its budgetary require- 
ments in the next fiscal year, and 
in those years following; 

“It would negatively affect both 
business and labor in California 
by providing an adverse business 
climate, thus driving some indus- 
try out and discouraging new in- 
dustry from coming into Califor- 
nia; 

“Tt would have the effect of 
raising interest rates on bond is- 
sues in California not only those 
of the state, but those of counties, 
and special districts, such as pub- 
lic utility and school districts.” 

The statement by Senator Wil- 
liams, and other committee mem- 
bers, concluded with, ‘‘Because of 
these factors and others, it is the 
opinion. of the committee that 
Proposition No. 17 must be de- 
feated in the November election if 
the fiscal stability of California is 
to be maintained.” 

Senator Williams pointed out 
that California’s future growth 
will be directly effected by the 
state’s tax structure, and the ef- 
fect of that tax structure on state 
taxpayers, industry and agricul- 
ture. 

“Unless California can compete 
with other states, tax-wise, it will 
no doubt fall behind in its present 
and prospective economic growth’, 
Senator Williams said. 

“None of us can escape taxes,”’ 
the Senator said, “but what we 
can do is make certain that the 
tax load is equitably and fairl 
distributed and does not serve as 
a burden to our great State’s 
growing economy.”

BUT THE union program is 
based on force throughout; it is 


,jadministered and controlled by 


only general laws; it is operated 
on a profit basis; it forces a man 
in a union shop to get into the 
union or out of his job. 

BASICALLY, NO man in Amer- 
ica should be forced to join any- 
thing. True democracy is based 
on free choice or you do not have 
democracy.

NOTICE iS HEREBY GIVEN that a 
special election has been called and will 
be held in the Tea Pot Dome Water 
District on Tuesday, the 2ist day of 
October, 1958, for the purpose of sub- 
mitting to the qualified electors of said 
water district the following proposition, 
to-wit: 


PROPOSITION: Shall Tea Pot Dome 
Water District enter into a proposed 
contract with the United States of 
America identified by the marks ‘‘R. 
O. Draft 10/21-1957 Rev. R. O. 1/13- 
1958 Rev. W..O. 3/27/58"' ? 

which contract has been approved by 
the directors of the district: by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior of the United 
States of America, and by the Califer- 
nia District Securities Commission. 


Said contract provides among other 
things, in Article 3, that the United 
States of America ‘‘(a) After the initial 
delivery date and until March 1 of the 
year following the completion of the 
| distribution system or a portion there- 
of constructed by the United States 
| hereunder, as announced by the con- 
tracting officer in the first notice 
; thereof pursuant to Article 10(b), or for 
{a period of five (5) years after the ini- 
| tial delivery date, whichever is’ the 
longer period, the United States will 
furnish to the District and the District 
; each year will accept and pay, as pro- 
vided in Article 5, for Class 1 water 
from the Friant-Kern Canal in the 
quantities specified in a schedule sub- 
mitted by the District in accordance 
with Article 4(a) for such year: PRO- 
VIDED, That the United States shall 
not be obligated to furnish more than 
seven thousand (7,000) acre-feet of 
Class 1 water during any such year. 


““(b) In the year commencing on 
March 1 of the year following the com- 
pletion of the distribution system or a 
portion thereof constructed by the 
United States hereunder, as announced 
by the contracting officer in the first 
notice thereof pursuant to Article 10(b), 
or the sixth year after the initial de- 
livery date, whichever is the later, and 
each year thereafter during the remain- 
der of the term of this contract, the 
United States will furnish to the Dis- 
trict and the District shall accept and 
pay for, as provided in Article 5 here- 
of, five thousand (5,000) acre-feet of 
Class 1 water: PROVIDED, That the Dis- 
trict may at any time or times within 
fifteen (15) years after the initial de- 
livery date, by written notice furnish 
to the United States on or before No- 
vember 1, increase, or at any time or 
times after the initial delivery date, by 
mutual agreement with the United 
States, decrease the amount of Class 1 
water required thereafter to be furnish- 
ed each year to the District -by the 
United States during the remainder of 
the_term of Part A, but in no event 
shall the total amount of water to be 
furnished by the United States and ac- 
cepted and paid for by the District in 
any year be in excess of seven thou- 
sand, five hundred (7,500) acre-feet of 
Class 1 water: PROVIDED FURTHER, 
That the District shall not be required 
to accept water to be furnished here- 
under when said acceptance will result 
in injury to the land in the District or 
to the land adjoining the District and 
when said failure to accept water will 
not create liability against the United 
States, all as conclusively determined 
by the contracting officer. 


“Article 5. (a) The contracting offi- 
cer will, on or before February 15 of 
each calendar year, by written notice, 
notify the District of the rates of pay- 
ment to be made by the District for 
all water to be delivered to it pursuant 
to this contract during the ensuing 
year, but in no event shall the rates so 
announced he in excess of Three Dol- 
lars and Fifty Cents ($3.50) per acre- 
foot for Class 1 water. 

“‘(b) The District shall, each year 
during the period described in Article 
3(a) hereof, make payments to the Unit- 
ed States in the manner described in 
subdivision (d) of this article for all 
Class 1 water requested by the District 
in the schedule submitted as aforesaid 
at the rates fixed in the manner pro- 
vided in (a) of this article. 

“‘(c) During the period described in 
Article 3(b), the District shall each 
year make payments to the United 
States in the manner described in sub- 
division (d) of this article for all wa- 
ter to be furnished to the District pur- 
suant to Article 3(b) at rates fixed as 
provided in (a) of this article. 


“(d) Payment for water shall be 
made at the times and in the manner 
as follows: 

(i) For all water to be furnished 
during the period described in Article 
8(a) hereof, and for all Class 1 water 
which the District is required to re- 
ceive pursuant to the vrovisions of 
Article 3(b), the District shall pay 
one-half of the amount payable for 
said water for the year on or before 
March 1 and shall pay the remainder 
of the amount payable for said water 
for the year on or before July 1: 
PROVIDED, That each said date of 
payment may be changed by the con- 
tracting officer, in a written notice to 
the District. to a later date of the re- 
spective year: PROVIDED FUR-

LEGAL NOTICE 


THER, That whenever the amount of 
water furnished to the District here- 
under equals the amount for which 
payment has been made, as herein 
provided, the District will pay in ad- 
vance of any further delivery of wa-’ 
ter for the total amount of water to 
be furnished to it until the next pay- 
ment is due. 

““(e) In the event the District fails or 
refuses to accept delivery of the quan- 
tities of water available for delivery to 
and required to be accepted by it pur- 
suant to this contract, or in the event 
the District in any year, during the 
period described in Article 3(b) hereof, 
fails to submit a schedule for delivery 
as provided in Article 4(a) of this con- 
tract, such failure or refusal shall not 
relieve the District of its obligation to 
pay for said water and the District 
agrees to make payment therefor in the 
same manner as if said water had been 
delivered to and accepted by it in ac- 
cordance with this contract. Water 
available for furnishing to the District 
in accordance with the approved sched- 
ule_and not accepted by the District 
shall be deemed to have been accepted 
by the District in accordance with the 
aforesaid schedule. If the District dur- 
ing any month is furnished an amount 
of water in addition to that which it 
has requested for such month in its 
said schedule and accepts such addi- 
tional water, the District. shall be 
deemed to have revised its schedule to 
call for such additional water aspen | 
such month, and the United States shi 
be deemed to have accepted such re- 
visioh as satisfactory. As soon there- 
after as possible, the District shall sub- 
mit a revised schedule to the United 
States.”’ 

The contract further provides that 
the water will be delivered to the dis- 
trict_and measured at the canal side of” 
the Friant-Kern Canal. In the event 
of a shortage of water, the available 
water will be, divided and prorated 
among the contracting districts in pro- 
portion to the commitments of the va- 
rious districts. The use of the water 
will be limited to agricultural purpos- 
es, including incidental domestic use, 
watering of stock and underground wa- 
ter replenishment. 

To the extent that funds may now or 
hereafter be available by appropriation 
the United States will expend toward 
construction of a general distribution 
and lateral system, surface drainage 
works, and other related. distribution 
and_surface drainage works, all collec- 
tively comprising and herein styled 
‘‘the distribution system’’, or a portion 
thereof as hereinafter provided, a sum 
not in excess of One Million, Eight Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars ($1,800,000.00), 
or so much thereof as the. contracting 
officer deems necessary for the com- 
pletion of the distribution system of 
said portion thereof. 

The District will repay to the United 
States the actual cost of said system 
but in no event in excess of One Mil- 
lion, Eight Hundred Thousand Dollars ; 
($1,800,000.00). incurred by the United 
States in providing the distribution 
system. This construction obligation 
shall be paid by the District in forty 
(40). successive equal installments with- 
out interest, the first of which shall be- 
come due in the year following the 
last year of a development period which 
is fixed at two years from and includ- 
ing the first year in which the distri- 
bution system is so far completed as to 
be available for use for substantially 
all of the irrigable lands which said 
system shall or said units are designed 
to serve as announced by the secretary 
in a written notice to the District set- 
ting forth the date of such availability. 
Such notice shall be furnished to the 
District at least six months prior to the 
date of the commencement of the de- 
velopment period. 

The District will also pay the opera- 
tion and maintenance costs of any por- 
tion or portions of the distribution sys- 
tem utilized by the district prior to the 
final completion and acceptance of the 
system. The District will also pay for 
the operation and maintenance of the 
system in the event the system should 
be taken over by the United States of 
America. 

In addition to the other payments to 
be made by the District as provided by 
the contract, the District will pay such 
items of cost incurred by the United 
States in connection with the distribu- 
tion system for administration, super- 
vision and inspection during the time 
the distribution system is operated and 
maintained by the district, together 
with the costs of repairs to transferred 
works made by the United States in 
accordance with the terms of the con- 
tract. 

The District as a whole is obligated 
to pay to the United States the c 
becoming due as provided in this con- 
tract notwithstanding the individual 
default in the payment to the District 
by individual water users of assess- 
ments, tolls or other charges levied by 
the District. The lands which may be 
charged with any taxes or assessments 
under this contract are hereby beings 
nated and described as all the lands in 
the District. 

This contract, the service from the 
distribution system constructed by the 
United States, and the water furnished 
to the District by the United States are 
subject to the provisions of the excess 
land provisions of the Federal Reclam- 
ation Laws. 

For the purpose of this election the 
whole Tea Pot Dome Water District 
shall be and constitute one election 
precinct and the boundaries of which 
precinct shall be coterminous with the 
boundaries of the district. The pollise 
place in said precinct and district s 
be at the office of the district and in 
the Meier residence located at the in- 
tersection of Avenue 128 and Road 262 
in the Tea Pot Dome Water District, 
County of Tulare, State of California.

land if the proposed: contract is 
approved will consist of a set of 
pumps at the. Friant-Kern canal 
which will pump the water 
through a 42-inch line to the point 
of the Tea Pot Dome service sta- 
tion on Old Highway, 65, just to 
the south of Porterville. At this 
point another set of pumps will 
raise the water to serve almost all 
of the lands lying to the east. Be- 
cause there are some additional 
lands at even higher elevation, 
the water will probably be relift- 
ed again at another small pump- 
ing plant in order to serve those 
lands in the southeasterly most 
portion of the district. , 


The board of directors have 
asked that the design of the sys- 
tem be limited to long lifed ma- 
terials so that once the project is 
paid out, it can be used for many 
years into the future without ad- 
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ditional expense. 
bureau of reclamation contract 
now being proposed offers an in- 
terest free construction loan which 
is to be paid back over a 40-year 
period with the first payment not 
due until after the system has 
been in operation two years. 


President Elmer Wales of the 
Tea Pot Dome Water district board 
of directors states that the dis- 
trict is the last to receive a com- 
mitment of water supply from the 
Friant-Kern canal and points out 
that there are applications now on 
file for water service to 1,600,000 
acres of land in excess of that 
which can be served by the pres- 
ent Central Valley Project water 
supply. 


Results of economic feasibility 
studies of the proposed project by 
the bureau of reclamation, Cali- 
fornia Districts ecurities commis- 
sion and the State Department of 
Water resources indicate that the 
land has adequate earning capa- 
city to repay the cost of the pro- 
posed distribution system. Each 
agency in its studies pointed out 
the high crop values which can be 
achieved on lands of the District. 


An interesting part of the cost 
repayment plans provides for the 
setting up of distribution districts, 
one of which will be composed of 
those lands lying on the east side 
of Old Highway 65, and the sec- 
ond, composed of those lands ly- 
ing to the west. In this way, the 
lands which are the most expan- 
sive to serve will pay the addi- 
tional cost pertinent thereto.
